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Pendennis Point. Falmouth, for long important as a 
packet station, is still more important from a picturesque 
point of view, and this may perhaps be had best from the 
green promontory known as Pendennis Point, overlooking 
the blue bay. Here stands a Tudor castle which sheltered 
Queen Henrietta Maria in 1644, and is now a Royal Artillery 
depot. 
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
